Fiscal Court 
inks jail pact; 
courthouse 
pjt. updated

Morgan County Fiscal Court 
members convened for the first 
meeting of the 2009-2010 fiscal 
year on Wednesday, July 8, to 
discuss several routine financial 
matters and minor projects. 

Court members approved an 
agreement with Rowan County 
Detention Center officials to 
house Morgan County inmates at 
a daily cost of $30 per inmate, 
which is part of the county’s to- 
tal jail budget of approximately 
$500,000. 

The jail budget includes such 
expenditures as inmate housing 
and necessities, salaries for the 
jailer’s department, vehicle 
maintenance and fuel, etc. 

Magistrates also moved to ac- 
cept a $2,400 from Cox’s Tree 
Trimming for the upcoming tree 
trimming project at the court- 
house on Main Street. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said the tree trimming project, 
which involves removing dead 
limbs that could fall out of trees 
on the courthouse lawn, should 
be completed for the Sorghum 
Festival in late September. 

The county also entered into 
an interlocal agreement with the 
Board of Education to install a 
drain line that will prevent water 
from eroding rock near the foot- 
ball field bleachers behind the 
county office building. 

Before adjournment, officials 
approved the first reading of an 
ordinance pertaining to Leisure 
Paragon Road (located off KY- 
711 in northwestern Morgan 
County) that would permit citi- 
zens to ride ATVs on the road- 
way. 

“The county maintains this 
road, but no one lives on it,” 
Conley said. “Even though the 
road isn’t wide enough for cars 
and trucks, many people enjoy 
fishing in that area. That is why 
we thought it would be a good 
idea to allow people to ride ATV s 
on this road.”

Court opens sector 
of county road on 
North Fork to ATVs 

The Morgan County Fiscal 
Court has approved an ordinance 
permitting the operation of all 
terrain vehicles (ATVs) on a por- 
tion of the Leisure-Paragon Road 
from Ky. 711 along North Fork 
Creek. 

Under the ordinance, use of 
ATVs along the scenic route 
(County Road 1344) will be le- 
gal from its junction with Ky. 711 
two miles northwestward toward 
the old rock quarry. 

The road, which is on the 
headwaters of Cave Run Lake, 
has been closed to vehicle traffic 
by the U.S. Forest Service and in 
the past has been the subject of 
an unsuccessful effort by area 
citizens to have it repaired and 
reopened as a shortcut to Ky. 519. 

All other county roads are 
prohibited for ATV use. 

The ordinance is published in 
the Legals section of this week’s 
edition.

Scams target local 
citizens via Internet 



Some Morgan Countians 
have been targeted in recent 
days by scams originating on 
the Internet that involve vic- 
tims being mailed sizeable bo- 
gus checks that can cost them 
a lot of money if they are 
cashed. 

Various pitches are used to 
“hook” victims, but all are ver- 
sions of the latest scam attempt 
to be reported here, which so- 
licits Internet users to help con- 
duct a “consumer research 
project” Responders are then 
mailed a check, usually writ- 
ten on a legitimate out-of-state 
bank, with instructions to cash 



the check, keep a portion of the 
money as payment for conduct- 
ing the survey, then wire the re- 
mainder to the address of the 
“company” as its fee for pro- 
moting the survey. 

What victims don’t know is 
that the check is counterfeit and 
the victim will be held liable for 
the money. 

The Kentucky Attorney 
General’s Office identifies the 
latest of these types of schemes 
that have hit the state this 
spring and summer in a story 
entitled “The latest scams . . .,” 
which appears elsewhere in this 
edition.

State’s jobless 
rate jumps to 
10.9% in June 

FRANKFORT — Kentucky’s 
unemployment rate jumped to 
10.9 percent in June, the highest 
level since August 1983, state of- 
ficials announced last week. 

This marks the 16th month in 
a row-of-year over year employ- 
ment decreases, according to 
Justine Detzel, chief labor mar- 
ket analyst for the Kentucky Edu- 
cation and Workforce Cabinet. 
The manufacturing sector suf- 
fered the largest employment de- 
cline, but he said nearly every 
sector of the economy endured 
job losses. 

June’s unemployment rate 
marked a slight increase from 
May’s 10.7 percent jobless rate in 
Kentucky. The long-running 
slump in the manufacturing sec- 
tor has now spread into the trade, 
transportation and utility indus- 
tries, as state figures tracked 
1,700 fewer positions in these 
sectors. 

“Since the start of the reces- 
sion in December 2007, nonfarm 
employment in Kentucky has 
dropped by 98,200 positions,” 
Detzel said. 

Only three of 11 major em- 
ployment sectors tracked by the 
agency’s Office of Employment 
Training showed growth in June. 
Those sectors were education and 
health services, gained 1,200 be- 
tween May and June. The finan- 
cial activities sector gained 700 
positions, while the liesure and 
hospitality sector grew by 100

Your Social 
Security 

Retired With 
Children 

The idea of someone being 
“retired with children” may seem 
like the seed of another television 
sitcom or reality show. But the 
fact is that it is becoming more 
and more common for older 
people to have minor children in 
their care - whether by bringing 
new children into the world, tak- 
ing over the care of grandchildren 
or adopting children who need 
nurturing parents. 

So it is important to know that 
if you receive Social Security 
benefits and have minor children 
who depend on you, you might 
be able to receive benefits from 
them, too. This is true whether 
you receive benefits as a retiree 
or you receive Social Security 
disability or survivors benefits. 

To get benefits, a child must 



have a parent (or in some cases a 
grandparent) who: 

• Is disabled or retired and en- 
titled to Social Security benefits. 

• Died after having worked 
long enough in a job where he or 
she paid Social Security taxes. 

The child must also be: 

• Unmarried. 

• Younger than age 18. 

• 18-19 years old and a full- 
time student (no higher than grade 
12 ). 

• 1 8 or older and disabled. 

Within a family, a child may 

receive up to one-half of the 
parent’s full retirement or disabil- 
ity benefit, or 75 percent of the 
deceased parent’s basic Social 
Security benefit. However, there 
is a limit to the amount of money 
that can be paid to a family. The 
maximum family payment can be 
from 150 to 180 percent of the 
parent’s full benefit amount. If the 
total amount payable to all fam- 
ily members exceeds this limit, 
each child’s benefit amount. If the 
total amount payable to all fam- 
ily members exceeds this limit, 
each child’s benefit is reduced 
proportionately until the total 
equals the maximum allowable 



amount. 

For example, if you are retired 
with a minor child and your ben- 
efit payment is $1,000 a month, 
your minor child could get up to 
half of that each month, or $500. 
However, if you had two minor 
children in your care, the maxi- 
mum your entire family could re- 
ceive would be between $1,500 
and $1,800 - that is $1,000 for 
you and between $250 and $400 
per child. 

Whether you receive Social 
Security benefits because you 
have a disabling condition, due to 
the death of a spouse or because 
you have reached retirement, if 
you have minor children, you will 
want to read Social Security’s 
online publication, Benefits For 
Children at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/pubs/ 
10085.html.

Courthouse Update 

In a July 21 interview, Conley 
said that courthouse Project De- 
velopment Board (PDB) mem- 
bers recently entered into agree- 
ments with Pauline McKenzie, 
of West Liberty, and Homer 
Short, of Paintsville, to purchase 
property for a new courthouse. 

The property is located on the 
McKenzie Shopwise and former 
Maloney’s Department Store lots 
behind the present courthouse. 

Conley said board members 
expect to finalize the purchase no 
later than mid- August, with site 
demolition and cleanup com- 
pleted in time for September’s 
Sorghum Festival. 

“The board’s goal is to have 
this project ready to bid by De- 
cember,” Conley said. “We hope 
to see construction begin in the 
late winter or early spring of 
2010. Once construction starts, 
it will take about 18 months to 
complete the project.” 

The current courthouse will 
be maintained by the county fol- 
lowing the new facility’s con- 
struction. The 102-year-old 
structure - one of only four cen- 
tury-old courthouses in Ken- 
tucky - will likely house offices 
for various county officials.

Latest scams target unemployed 
Kentuckians, attorney gen. says 



Ky. lawmakers say effects of federal 
energy bill will be higher utility rates 



Kentucky Attorney General 
Jack Conway warns out-of-work 
Kentuckians to be leery of the 
latest wave of scams to hit the 
Commonwealth. The Office of 
the Attorney General has re- 
ceived an increased number of 
complaints and inquiries about 
so-called “Secret Shopper” and 
Automated Clearing House 
transfer scams that have cost vic- 
tims thousands of dollars and 
prey upon those who are experi- 
encing tough times. 

“Kentuckians struggling to 
make ends meet can easily fall 
victim to con artists’ gimmicks. 
I encourage everyone, particu- 
larly those seeking work, to be 
extra vigilant and remember that 
if it sounds too good to be true, it 
probably is,” said General 
Conway. 

In the “Secret” or “Mystery” 
shopper scams, scam artists tar- 
get job-seekers through newspa- 
per ads, internet job sites, direct 
mailings or emails and online re- 
sume postings. Scammers will 
tell their victims that they have 
been chosen to serve as customer 
service representatives and per- 
form secret shopper duties. 

They will then mail a packet 
that contains an instruction sheet 
and a check for a large amount 
of money, usually several thou- 
sand dollars. The victim is told 
to act within a short time frame 
to deposit the check into their 
bank account and then wire the 
funds, using Western Union or 



After a long hiatus, the hard

some other service, to a specified 
location, usually out of the state 
or out of the country. 

The victim is asked to evalu- 
ate his or her experience at the 
wiring service office and send 
back the evaluation form to the 
“employer.” In return, the vic- 
tim is directed to keep a small 
portion of the money from the 
original check as compensation. 

What the victim doesn’t know 
is that the check is counterfeit 
and the victim will be held liable 
for the funds, thereby losing the 
money they sent. The victim will 
also be held responsible for any 
overdraft fees that may occur as 
a result of the large withdrawal. 

In the Automated Clearing 
House (ACH) transfer scams, 
scammers use software installed 
on a victim’s computer, through 
an attachment on an email, to 
gain access to the victim’s online 
banking system. 

The scammers then transfer 
money out of the victim’s bank 
account and into the account of a 
consumer, who believes that they 
have been hired as a secret shop- 
per. The consumer is then told to 
wire the funds to a specified lo- 
cation, keeping a small stipend 
as compensation. In these sce- 
narios, money from the victim 
replaces the counterfeit check, 
with the end result of the con- 
sumer wiring stolen money to the 
scammers.

consumers from falling victim to 
these types of scams: 

• Treat the money you wire the 
same as cash. Once money is 
wired, it is unrecoverable. Only 
wire money to trusted friends. 

• Never pay a company to hire 
you, no matter whether they re- 
quire you to send money in the 
form of purchasing training ma- 
terials, becoming certified, or 
some other manner. If a prospec- 
tive employer is requesting 
money, it’s probably a scam. 

• Only open emails from 
people you know and delete any 
emails that look suspicious. Even 
opening a spam email can install 
malware or a virus on your com- 
puter. 

• Investigate mystery shopper 
agencies before you commit. 
Anyone can post a newspaper or 
Internet ad. Although genuine 
mystery shopper jobs exist, they 
rarely yield the pay promised by 
scams. 

• Beware of offers that require 
a strict time frame. In these cases, 
the time constraint is aimed at 
getting the victim to send the 
money before discovering that 
the employment is a scam or that 
the check is counterfeit. 

• Be leery of checks received 
in the mail. Even if a bank ini- 
tially verifies that a check is le- 
gitimate, the bank may later dis- 
cover that the check is counter- 
feit; void the funds, and leave you 
liable.

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FRANKFORT - State law- 
makers shared comments and 
concerns about a federal bill that 
proposes, among other changes, 
a three percent cut in U.S. green- 
house gas emissions by 2012 and 
a 17 percent cut in emissions by 
2020 during a meeting of the 
state legislative Special Subcom- 
mittee on Energy last week. 

The comments followed tes- 
timony by Kentucky Public Ser- 
vice Commission officials on the 
bill, named the Waxman-Markey 
Climate Bill after sponsors Reps. 
Henry Waxman, D-Calif., and Ed 
Markey, D-Mass. PSC Executive 
Director Jeff Derouen said that 
the bill, which passed the U.S. 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee on May 21, could 
mean significant increases in util- 
ity rates over time. 

Derouen said possible rate in- 
creases under the climate and 
energy bill passed by the Demo- 
crat-controlled U.S. House could 
range from 15 percent to 60 per- 
cent, although most experts esti- 
mate that rate increases would 
fall in the 20 to 35 percent range. 

“They (rate changes) 
wouldn’t all come at once, and 
there’s still a moving target even 
among utilities about what it 
would mean in real dollars,” 
Derouen said. 

If the bill is passed by the U.S. 
Senate, Sen. Robert Stivers, R- 
Manchester, said he is concerned 
about the impact such increases 
would have on Kentucky indus- 
try and jobs. Per Stivers’ request, 
the subcommittee asked for more 
detail on the bill’s potential im- 
pact on large employers who rely 
on Kentucky’s historically low 
electricity rates. 

“What bothers me — espe- 
cially in this economy — is what 
there will be in terms of impact 
to the A.K. Steels of the world, 
the Ford plant in Louisville, the 
Toyota plant in Georgetown, the 
GM plant in Bowling Green — 
these high-end users that have 
come to the state because of low 
energy costs for production,” 
Stivers said. 

What emissions are taxed will 



ultimately affect how much Ken- 
tuckians are taxed, Derouen said. 
He explained that Kentucky’s 
average utility rates are currently 
ranked 48th nationally while 
emissions from utility plants are 
ranked 7th. That ranking falls to 
13th if all emissions, including 
vehicle emissions, are consid- 
ered. 

“So if the federal government 
chooses to tax all emissions in- 
cluding vehicles, the impact on 
us would be less than if they just 
taxed carbon emissions from util- 
ity plants,” he said. 

Rep. Harry Moberly, D-Rich- 
mond, said the climate crisis 
gives Kentucky opportunities to 
be an energy leader — something 
it has been working toward for 
several years in the General As- 
sembly and the research field. 

“I truly think there are bits and 
pieces of this puzzle being 
worked on all over the country 
and nobody has pulled that to- 
gether, but that can be done and 
we can do that in Kentucky,” he 
said. “We can be the lead state in 
carbon management.” 

In response, Subcommittee 
Co-Chair Sen. Brandon Smith, 
R-Hazard, said that while there 
are some concerns by some 
members, “...we are looking for- 
ward to playing whatever role we 
can in moving forward.” 

On a motion by Sen. David 
Boswell, D-Owensboro, the sub- 
committee passed a resolution to 
recommend to the 2010 General 
Assembly that Kentucky’s re- 
sources be combined with avail- 



able federal and other states’ re- 
sources to move forward on the 
use of carbon dioxide outside of 
the realm of carbon capture and 
storage. 

“We’ve talked about coal con- 
version. We’ve talked about uti- 
lization of Fischer-Tropsch syn- 
thesis, we’ve talked about all 
these things. We’ve not only 
talked, we’ve spent hundreds of 
millions of state and federal dol- 
lars in the process. And we’ve 
come to the conclusion that we 
can do all these things if we just 
figure out what to do with car- 
bon dioxide,” Boswell said. 
“What’s been said here today I 
think exemplifies the desire of 
this Legislature to move forward 
and kind of quit talking about it 
and let’s pull all these resources 
together.” 

Carbon capture and storage 
involves removing carbon diox- 
ide — a greenhouse gas that has 
been attributed to global warm- 
ing — from fossil fuels and stor- 
ing it hundreds of meters below 
ground indefinitely, potentially 
for millions of years.

USD A announces 
new deadline for 
crop certification 

USD A has extended the acre- 
age reporting dates final crop re- 
porting dates to August 14, 2009, 
for all other crops, except small 
grain and value loss crops. Pro- 
ducers are reminded that require- 
ments must be met prior to receiv- 
ing program benefits. Late fees 
will not be applied if acreage re- 
ports are filed by August 14 and 
all other reporting requirements 
are met. 

Exception: Crops insured 
through NAP must report the ear- 
lier of: 15 calendar days before 
the onset of Harvest or Grazing, 
or August 14, 2009. Losses and/ 
or damages to crops must be re- 
ported after each disaster occur- 
rence and in a timely manner to 
insure continued eligibility for 
benefits. 

Filing an accurate acreage re- 
port for all crops and land uses, 
including failed acreage and pre- 
vented planting acreage, can pre- 
vent the loss of benefits for a va- 
riety of programs.

July 20 - Hello again from 
Caney Valley! Half of 2009 is 
gone, and 2010 is fast approach- 
ing.

My husband, Boone Hatton, 
underwent surgery on July 22, at 
Georgetown Community Hospi- 
tal. He is recovering, and I ask 
that you all remember him in 
prayer. Boone is the reason that I 
am writing this column. I appre- 
ciate his confidence in me.

The week of July 13, Boone, 
Rachel and I took a trip to our 
nation’s capital, Washington, 
D.C. We had never been to D.C. 
It was educational and fun. Here 
are some facts about our trip: 

The Washington Monument 
stands 555 feet and five inches. 
It is the world’s tallest free-stand- 
ing structure. 

At Arlington National Cem- 
etery, the Tomb of the Unknowns 
is guarded day and night, the 
guard paces 21 steps, pauses 21 
seconds and resumes his pacing 
again. The changing of the guard 
takes place very hour, and dur- 
ing March through September, 
every half-hour. The tomb states, 
“Here rests in honored glory an 
American soldier known but to 
God.” 

We also visited the United 
States Holocaust Memorial Mu- 
seum. This was a humbling and 
sad experience. The unbelievable 
torture that was inflicted on mil- 
lions of Jews and others during 
Hitler’s Nazi regime is unimag- 
inable. 

On display were actual items: 
the shoes that were removed from 
their feet before they were killed, 
the locks of hair that were shaven 
from their heads, and the striped 
uniforms worn in the concentra- 
tion camps. We need to reflect as 
individuals when we read about 
this era or even see actual items 
that these were real people.

New Livestock 
Indemnity Pgm. 
is announced 

WASHINGTON, July 7, 2009 
- Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced that eli- 
gible livestock producers can be- 
gin applying as of July 13 for ben- 
efits under the provisions of the 
Livestock Indemnity Program in 
the 2008 Farm Bill. 

This program provides live- 
stock producers with a vital safety 
net to help them overcome the 
damaging financial impact of 
natural disasters. 

The Livestock Indemnity Pro- 
gram (LIP) compensates live- 
stock owners and contract grow- 
ers for livestock death losses in 
excess of normal mortality due to 
adverse weather, including losses 
due to hurricanes, floods, bliz- 
zards, disease, wildfires, extreme 
heat and extreme cold. Eligible 
losses must have occurred on or 
after Jan. 1, 2008, and before Oct. 
1 , 2011 . 

The following table provides 
the final dates to file a notice of 
loss and/or application for pay- 
ment for either 2008 or 2009 live- 
stock losses.
